THE FAMINE IN CHINA. 

A Pekirg correspondent of the 
Manchester Gusrdies writes = 

“ & famine in North China!” said 
the rich tcifes of Hongkarg mith 
whomT was dning. "Yes, I belleve 
J have read something about it in the 
necespapers, But then this is China, 
you know, and n0 one truubles about a 
famine, least of all the Governmert. 
By the wiy, try the roast quail. 
It’s a special dish in this hotel.” 

Honesone was, apparently, ot 
concerned abont the famine. One 
had to journey much farther north 
before feeling the effects of the great 
hunger. However, the realities of 
the situation would have impressed 
even Hongkong, if it could have seen 
them. ‘ 2 

The road was" through = the 
Province of Chili, and we covered 2 
distance of over one hundred and 
fifty miles. I: was a bitterly cold 
merning-—a “ fivecoat day,” as the 
Chinese call it—and the wind. came 
sweeping across the plains from the 
snowy teights of Mongolia. It was 
a brewa, desolate wilderness where 
even the trees seemed to be lacking 
sustenance. The dry soil was crum-| 
bling into sand, while the watercourses 
were just ravincs filed with stones. | 
Mile after mile we traversed. of this 
appalling desolation until “the very 
monotory numbed the mind 

Yet fife existed in this’ wilderness, 

a pitiful struggling life, clad in rags 
and cowed by the wind and continual ' 
hunger. , Each village we visited, i 
groups of mod hots hardly disting- 
uisbable from the monotonous land- 
seape, showed signs of life 
as the convoy with food approached. 
Old men and women, bewed and 
wrinkled, crept forward with ay 
senile grin on their faces; totter- 
ing children were dragged by 
mothers anxious that they should 
be the first to be fed; tall lank 
jJabourers from the fields, a look of 
dull despair on their faces, lounged 
about li-tlessly seven the very pariah 
dogs of the village gathered round 
us Jicking their chops expectantly. 

In a large shed of the village, over 
which were flying the American and 

*Red Cress flags, the distribution of 
food was made. Huge round pots, 
built into fire-boxes, were used for 
cooking. Sacks of grain were carried 
into the shed, while the crowd of 
villagers bung around, whining and 
cringing and waving their strips of 
bamboo, which entitled them to foad. 

Everywhere one hecrs stories of 
the great fight the people made 
against the famine. The Chinese 

have a wonderful amount of en- 
‘durance combined with the stoicism 
of the Asiatic. For two seasons their 
fields had been denied, rain, and in 
the third season came a devastating 
plague of locusts. The peasants 
struggled through one calamity 
after another. First the house- 
hold goods were sold’ to provide 

_. food. Then as the household was 

“denuded of utensils, the field impje- 
ments bad to go. Even the very 
roofs of the bouses they lived in 
were sold, so that some villages 

"awe ‘a startling resemblance to the 
shefled villages of Flanders. 

‘The few that rereained on the land 
are pow ina staté of absélute destitu- 
tion.

PERJURY AND CHIVALRY. | 


A DANGEROUS DOCTRINE. 

= OLD AS TRE DIVORCE Laws. 
. —- z 

Several judges have recently stated 
that perjury is increasing, and have 
indicated the matrimonial courts "as 
a principal ‘scat of mischief. A ready 
explanation ‘is: forthcoming -of the 
rpecific condemaation of this - pare 
ticular arena of strife in the exercise 
there more extensively tharanywhere 
else of o form of witnest-hox testi- 
mony which is graced in some quarters 
“with the attiactive dereription of 
chivalry, This chivalry is just as 
nid as the divorce law and many

But for a moment that matter 
may be pat aside till snother receives 
nttention. What, it may he asked, 
cto the judges mean exactly when 
they declare petjury is increasing ? 
Tt they would convey that antong 
tho community at large there is less 
regard now than formerly for truth- 
falness, then the situation is very 

" serious and a grave reflection is cast 
upon our school-masters and guides. 
4f. on the’ other hand, they mean 
there is more perjury, but that the 
inereaze is only in ratio to the op- 
bortunities for its practice through 
ie growth in litigation’ that has 
come about, then there may be 
proper hesitation in accepting the 
cap af disgrace os perjurers in ex- 
celsis which at fint sight appears to 
tw proflered to this generation. 

A VICE OF ALL AGES, 

The awkward obstruction to a 
correct appreciation of the matter 
as the fact tHat these massed judicial 
rebukes on this particular subject 
have w way of coming periodically, 

after eemforting intervals of rest. 
Btnch more than three centuries 
sao Lord Chief Justice Jeffries told

Not merely faith in our legal 
methods, but actual statements from 
the Bench itself, make it impossible 
to believe that our judges are in any 
degree influenced by the broad and 
-popelar toleration of a novel code of 
Eonour in divorce matters which 
masquerades in the dress of chivalry. 
This code is akin to the “ unwritten 
law.” It is founded on an idea that 
in any circumstances whatever @ 
man is justified in committing perjury 
if thereby he can‘ shield a woman 
from a threatened disgrace. That 
is to say, though he knows she is 
guilty, he is bound in honour to swear’ 
that she is innocent.’ In places 
where language is free and uncloaked, 
this form of chivalry is described as 
** gentlemanly perjury.” . The theory 
is, of course, that the consequences 
to a man indicted fot committing 
Perjury are infinitely less disastrous 
than the scandal which would fall 
upon the woman were she shown to 
be guilty. That any judge of any 
age should have given support to 
such a creed would be unbelievable
